BE IT RESOLVED by the Sen- 
ate of the State of Arkansas, 
and by Lhe House of Represen- 
tatives, a majority of all mem- 
bers elected lo each House 
agreeing thereto: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next

In order to provide for the pay- 


ment of^ the bonds issued under 
the provisions of this amendmcnl, 
and inlerest thereon, a special 
tax in addition to the legal rale 
permitted may be levied by mu- 
nicipalities on lhe real and per- 
sonal laxable property therein. 
And any municipality issuing any 
bonds shall, before or at the time 
of doing so, levy a direct tax pay- 
able annually sufficient lo pay 
the inleresl on such bonds as the 
same matures, and also sufficient 
to pay and discharge the princip- 
al of all such bonds al their re- 
spective maturities. The special 
tax permitted by this amendment 
shall not be subject to any con- 
stitutional 
limitation; 
provided, 


however, the General Assembly 
may by legislative act limit the 
rate of such taxation, which lim- 
itation shall be effective 
only 


upon a special lax levied for the 
payment of bonds issued after the 
effective dale of such legislative 
act. 


Said bonds shall be serial, ma- 


turing annually after three years 
from date of issue, and shall be 
paid off as they mature, and no 
bonds issued under the authority 
of this amendment shall be issued 
for a longer period than forty 
years. 


It shall be lhe duty of the mayor
